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REMARKS 

1. 1 STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1-16 are pending in the present application. In the Office Action mailed July 
28v 2005, claims 1, 2, 4, 6-8, 10-12, and 14-16 were rejected. Claims 3, 5, 9, and 13 were 
objected to as being dependent upon a base claim. 

By this Amendment, claims 1, 3, 6, 9, and 12 are amended. New claims 17-21 are 
presented. No new matter is presented hereby. 



EL; CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102 

: In the Office Action, claims 6 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,464,428 to Mikett. ("Mikeir 7 )- Claims 6, 7, and 10 were 
rejected as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,041,944 to Meier ("Meier**). Claims 6, 7, 
and 1 1 are rejected as being anticipated by U S. Patent No. 5,407,570 to Hobson ("Hobson"). 
Without addressing the merit of these rejections, claim 6 is amended hereby. It is believed 
mat these rejections are now obviated. Claims 7, 10, and 11 depend from claim 1, and 
contain additional limitations. As such, it is believed that the various rejections of claims 6, 
7, 10, and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. §102 should be withdrawn. 

JH. CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

In the Office Action, claim 8 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mik&ll in view of U.S. Patents 5,632,888 and 5,725,782 to Chinn et dl 
Chirm'*). Claim 11 was rejected as being unpatentable over Meier. Claims 6, 7 and 11 
rejected as being unpatentable over Hobson. Claims 1, 2, 4, 12, and 14-16 were 
sjiected as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 1,711,674 to Egm ( u Egan ,J ) in view of 
Chinn. 

As noted above, claims 1, 6, and 12 have been amended hereby. Claims 2 and 4 
depend from claim 1, claims 7, 8, and 11 depend from claim 6, and claims 14-16 depend 
from claim 12, and contain additional limitations. As such, it is believed that the various 
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rejections of claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 11, 12, and 14-16 under 35 U-S.C §103(a) should be 
withdrawn.

their associated dependent claims are in condition for allowance.
